Ono of tho essentials In tho rosplra- 


tor designed to protect our soldiers oil 
the front line:-) against deadly gases is 
carbon. 
The e.fllclency of the mask to 


n large extent depends upon the cfual- 
Ity of the carbon. An excellent qual- 
ity Is obtained fmrn fruit pits and nut 
pholls. These stones and shells, which 
ttro ordinarily regarded as valueless, 
tho people of this country now lire 
.naked to save, as our government is 
experiencing dllHculty In getting the 
right kind of carbon. The Uritish gov- 
ernment hns also asked for a supply 
of high-grade carbon to uso for tho 
same purpose. 


The pits before they are delivered 


to central collecting points should not 
be cracked, but dried carefully In the 
sun or In ovens. linltt will not Injure 
tho stones or shells provided they aro 
thoroughly dried afterwards. 


Nut Shells Valuable Also. 


Large quantities of hickory outs, 


walnuts and butternuts aro to bo 
found In various sections of tho coun- 
try nnd only limited amounts) are now 
gathered annually. As the meats are 
valuable food, they should he extracted 
from the shells before tho latter nro 
delivered to the lied Cross collecting 
stations. Nut meats will keep perfect- 
ly In n dry placo for months or they 
may bo marketed. 
Tho wholn nuts 


may be sent, if the nut meats are not 
used locally. 
Quantities of pignuts 


nnd blttornnts remain uncollectcd each 
year, even by th« squirrels, because 
of tho tasto of tho meats, or their 
0mallnefls; tho shells of these, how- 
ever, are excellent for canbon. 


Only tho shells of tho nnts and tho 


stones from tho fruit listed above 
should bo sent, as tho government 
chemists have carefully selected tho 
kinds which nro most valuable for tho 
gns mask manufacture. 
It requires 


about 200 peach pits or seven pounds 
of nut sheila to produce carbon enough 
for one mask. This mask will protect 
tho boys In the front lino trenches 
Bpalnst every kind 'of gas excepting 
ono, which Is seldom encountered. A 
mask may be mod for 18 hours before

Homo-Made Grape Juice.

The Juice may be extracted 
by hand or In a elder mill If a light- 
colored product Is desired. Heat this 
liquid to tho boiling point, placo In 
sterilized bottles or Jars and carefully 
Heal. The product may be sweetened 
or not at the time of bottling. 


When n rod Juice Is desired tho 


grapes should first be heated to u tern- 
peraturo of 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit 


and then strained through a, clean cloth 
or drlpbag. 
Ileheat the liquid after 


straining, place In containers and seal. 


Keep tho bottles or cans In a cool 


place. If bottles aro used tho corks 
should bo sterilized and the necks 
sealed with sealing was:.

In wartime economy and efficiency 


are the keynotes of poultry produc- 
tion. 
The poultry keeper must save 


feed and at the same time Increase 
poultry production. It Is not the high 
cost of feed alone, since America en- 
tered the war, that hns led to more 
careful attention to tho routine work 
of keeping poultry and to greater pro- 
duction and 
skill In feeding. 
Tho 


saving of money has been an Incentive, 
but above and beyond that every poul- 
try keeper realizes that gelling bettor 
production from less feed Is doing 
double duly In conservation and pro- 
duel ion. 


The first result of the wartime con- 


ditions was to emphasise afresh and 
more effectively than ever the bene- 
fits of graded selection of breeding 
stock and severe culling of the young 
stock while growing. 
When this is 


practiced together with good poultry 
management the food bill Is reduced

It' the producers of eggs and poultry 


for the table are doing their utmost to 
Increase production of,meat and eggs, 
the easiest, shortest and surest way is 
through general use of tho most pro- 
ductive types, that Is, by the use on 
tho part of every poultry keeper of 
the most productive types of his stock. 
It Is not meant that there should be a 
wholesale 
replacement 
of ordinary 


stock by stock or strains celebrated 
for extreme high production. In some 
cases this may be done to advantage, 
but with the majority of poultry keep- 
ers Immediate-gain In production must 
be made by good use of such stock as 
they have. 


Get 'Understanding of Type. 


Tho first stop toward the increase of 


poultn- 
products—whether meat or 


eggs—through the use of the types best 
suited to .production, Is to get a cor- 
rect understanding of type. Three dis- 
tinct types are recognized—the egg 
type, the meat type and the dual pur- 
pose or general purpose type, which Is 
commonly considered as an 
Inter- 


mediate of the other two, though In 
reality It Is the primary type of which 
tho others are modifications.- 


Small size and great activity 


commonly supposed to be the charac- 
teristics of egg type. Large size and 
an indolent temperament are supposed 
to ho characteristics of the meat typo, 
and 
riiedium 
size 
without 
either 


marked energy or groat indolence are 
supposed to he the characteristics of 
tho mediocre dual-purpose type. While 
this, in a general way, Is true, there 
aro exceptions, as can be noted in the 
accompanying tables. 
These tables 


show that egg production and meat 
production are not-entirely a simple 
matter of size, weight and tempera- 
ment. Table No. 1 Is a list of well- 
known standard breeds grouped ac- 
cording to their general typo. Table 
No. 2 is a list of the same breeds ar- 
ranged in the order of their weight, 
beginning with tho smallest. 


There is a wide range of individual 


differences among the standard breeds, 
some strains of a particular breed 
)dng better .suited for egg production 
than meat,-and vice versa. 


Good physical development, vitality, 


constitutional vigor, a' good digestive 
system, docility and ruggedness and 
stability of function in the reproduc- 
tive organs are the 
distinguishing 


characters and traits of dependable 
good layers. 


The existence of all these, however, 


Is not enough to insure good laying. 
There 'must, of course, be reasonably 
good management, even if the. keeper 
has not special skill. But if with these 
qualities which make for continual lay- 
ing there exists a tendency to put oil 
fat whenever laying Is Interrupted, 
only unremitting skillful management; 
to keep a hen In good laying condi- 
tion will make her a first-class egg 
producer. 


The egg typo or laying type of hen, 


In any breed, is the hen that with the 
qualities that make for good egg pro- 
duction has no quality which is an 
obstacle to 
continual' laying. 
The 


meat type Is not the converse of the 
egg typo, even though the hen that: 
is not a good layer is lit only for meat. 


Meat Type Grows Rapidly. 


The meat type, In all kinds of poul- 


try, is the type that grows rapidly and 
at maturity carries abundant; flesh, 
especially where the preferred parts of 
the moat are produced. The most de- 
sivahle meat typo is rather fine In 
no/Tie, with the frame well knit but 
not too compact. Under any kind of 
good management a hen of this type 
that is in normal condition will bo n 
good layer. .She may not lay any bet- 
ter than a hen not quite so well 
fleshed, but she ought to lay just as 
well, and when the time comes to 
make meat of her she makes more and 
better meat, and as a breeder she nat- 
urally tends to reproduce offspring 
that will make more'and bettor meat.

Text of the Note. 


London, Oct. 22.—Tho text of the 


German note, as received by wireless, 
Is as follows : 
"In accepting the proposal for an 


evacuation- of occupied territories the 
German government has started from 
tlio assumption that the procedure of 
this evacuation and of the conditions 
of an armistice sho'uld be left to the 
•judgment of tho military advisers and 
that the- actual standard ol power ou 
both sides in the field has to form the 
basis for arrangements safeguarding 
and guaranteeing this standard. 
"The German government suggests 


to the president that 'an opportunity 
should be brought about for fixing the 
details. 
"It trusts that the president of the 


United States will approve of no de- 
mand which would be irreconcilable 
v/lth the honor of the German people 
and with opening a way to a peace of 
justice. 


Protests Atrocity Charges. 


"Tho German government protests 


against tlio reproach of Illegal and in-, 
liumau actions made against the Ger- 
man land and sea forces and thereby 
against the German people. 
For tie 


covering of a retreat destructions will 
always be necessary and they are- car- 
riod out in so far as is permitted by 
international law. The German troops 
are under most strict instructions to 
spare private property and to exercise 
care lor the population to the best of 
their ability. 
Where transgressions 


occur in spite of these instructions the 
guilty are punished. 
"The .German government further, 


denies that the Gorman navy in sink- 
ing ships has ever purposely destroyed- 
lifeboats with their passengers. The 
German government proposes 'with re- 
gard to till those charges that tho. 
facts be cleared up by neutral commisi 
sions.

"In order to avoid anything that 


might hamper tho work of peace, the 
German government has caused or- 
ders 'to be dispatched to all. subma-, 
rine commanders precluding the tor- 
pedoing of passenger ships without,;

carbon. The otllclency of the mask to 
o large extent depends upon (lie qual- 
ity of the carbon, An excellent qual- 
ity is obtained from trull, pits' and nut 
Shells. These stones- ami .shells, whldi 
are ordinarily regarded as valueless, 
the pcoplo of (his country now are 
.nskod to save, as our govcinmeni i.s 
experiencing dllllculty In getting the 
right kind of carbon. The Krltlsh gov- 
ernment has also asked for a supply 
of high-grade carbon to uso for the 
samo purpose. 


Tho pits before they are delivered 


to central collecting points should not 
be cracked, but dried carefully In the 
sun or In ovens, linln will not Injure 
tho stones or shells provided they are 
thoroughly dried afterwards. 


Nut Shells Valuable Also. 


Largo quantities of hickory outs, 


•walnuts and butternuts tiro to be 
found In various sections' of tho coun- 
try and only limited amounts aro now 
gathered annually. 
A.s (he meats are 


valuable food, they should be extracted 
from the shells before the latter are 
delivered to the lied Cross collecting 
stations. Nut meats will keep perfect- 
ly In n dry place for months or they 
may bo marketed.

may bo sent, if the nut meats aro not 
used locally. 
Quantities of pignuts 


and blttenuits remain uncollectcd each 
year, even by the squirrels, bocnuso 
of tho taste of the meats, or their 
manliness; tho shells of theso, how- 
ever, are excellent for cai*on.

confine Christmas giving, except for 
young children, to useful articles, 


3. 
To 
spread 
Ihe 
period 
for 


holiday purchases over the months of 
October, November and December. 


4. 
To co-operate in the cam paign 


now being carried on under the aus- 
pices of the War Industries Board to 
reHj.rict deliveries and to induce their 
customers to carry their own pack- 
ages wherever possible, 


5. To make an announcement in 


their 
.advertisements 
commencing 


early in September and repeating the 
same weekly thereafter, setting forth 
in substance the terms of the agree- 
ment covering Christinas buying. 


You are requested to see that the 


merchants in your 
county are 
de- 


vised of the regulations promulgated 
by the government and agreed to by 
the merchants' association. 
If any 


retail firms in your county refuse or 
fall to co-operate in carrying out the 
spirit of the government's orders in 
relation to Christmas 
buying, 
we 


wish to be advised.

or just after the cane is harvested. 
Select well matured head* from do 
sirable plants only. 
Put them in n 


sack or pile until they are taken to 
the curing room, which 
should 
be 


within a few hours. 
Cure under the 


same conditions of temperature and 
ventilaton required for seed corn. 


"The best way to hang tho heads 


is on baling wire or binding twine 
Take each head separately, and hold- 
ing with head pointing down waul, 
open out a few of the seed branches 
at th.e base of the head. 
Slip these 


branches over the wire 
or 
twine 


and 'pull down on. (he head until the 
wire is close up to tha crotch made, 
by tho central stem and 
the 
seed 


branches. 
The heads may be crowd- 


ed rather closely. 
Begin stringing 


at one end of the room and at 
the 


top string. 
When it is filled, stretce 


other strings until the last roaches 
near the floor.

to cut the stalk 'end of the head to a 
4 or 5 inch length,"

or insignia of marriage, consisting 
of a piece-of ribbon with a gold bead 
suspended upon it, around her neck 
and ties the knot 
.Before tho knot 


Is tied the bride's father may refuse 
consent unless better terms are of- 
fered, but immediately the knot is 
tied the marriage Is dissoluble, tor 
the Brahmins .do not recognize di- 
vorce. 
The Parsees bind the hands 


of the bridegroom with a sevenfold 
cord, seven being a sacred number. 
The ancient Carthaginians tied the 
thumbs of the bethrothed with lea- 
ther Lace, 
With the Latins, on the 


contary, part of the ceremony was 
for the bridegroom to loosen (sol- 
vere) the bride's girdle (nodus her- 
culeus.) not to tie it.

Provide Protection for American 
Ordinarily these pits should be shipped 
whole, but exception has been made 
for certain California fruit canners 
and driers who make a valuable by- 
product from tho kernel within apri- 
cot seeds. 


Boys and Girls Help. 


The department also has aligned the 


million members of the boys' and girls' 
clubs throughout the country, and they 
are busily 'working to see which club, 
district and state can deliver the larg- 
est amount In the shortest space of 
time in this pit and shell drive. They, 
are putting "pep" "jump," 
"speed," 


"get-tip-and-go" into their drive, and 
they are using signs, slogans and songs 
to send the pits, and shells over the 
top. Department stores have barrels 
placed in their aisles where collections 
may be put; hotels and community 
canneries are patriotically putting the 
stones aside for the government, but 
the largest 
source" of supply—one 


which Is practically untapped—is that 
from tho Individual households. 
The 


amount from any one home seems in- 
finitesimal, but the aggregate from 
more than twenty million homes will 
be stupendous.

CULL FLOCK WHILE GROWING 


Do not throw away a single poach, 


plum, apricot, cherry, prune, date or 
olive pit nor the shell of. a nut. 


The United States government asks 


you to give to It, through the Red 
Cross, the frulc stones you would or- 
dinarily throw away. About 200 poach 
stones will provide enough carbon, for 
a gtis mask—the only protection be- 
tween our boys and poisonous gases 
being usod by Germans. 


One oC tho essentials in the resplrfi- 


tor designed to protect our soldiers ou 
the front lines ngatnst deadly gases Is 
carbon. The efficiency oL' the mask ti 
a largo extent depends upon the dual 
Ity of the carbon. An excellent qiuil 
Ity Is obtained from fruit pits and nut 
Shells. Tlieso stones- and shells, whicl 
are ordinarily regarded as valueless 
the people of. this country now are 
jislcccl to save, as our jcovernmeut is 
experiencing dilHculty in getting the 
right kind of carbon. The British gov- 
ernment has also asked i'or a supply 
of high-grado carbon to uso for the 
same purpose. 


The pits before they are tlativorecl 


to central collecting points should not 
be cracked, but drird carefully in the 
SUQ or in ovens. Rain will not injure 
the stones or shells provided they are 
thoroughly dried afterwards. 


Nut Shells Valuable Also. 


Large ciutintltles of hickory auts, 


walnuts and butternuts aro to be 
fount! Jn various sections of tho counr 
try and only limited amounts are now 
gathered annually. As the meats are 
valuable food, they should be extracted 
from the shells before the latter are 
delivered to the Red Cross collecting 
Btatlona. Nut meats will keep perfect- 
ly in a dry place for months or they 
may ho marketed. 
The whol« nuts 


may bo sent, It" the nut meats are not 
used locally. 
Quantities of p'gnnts 


and bittemuts remain uncollccted each 
year, even by the squirrels, because, 
of the taste of tho meats, or their 
emallnegs; the shells of these, how- 
ever, are excellent for canbon. 


Only the shells of the nnts and the 


etones from the fruit listed above 
should bo sent, ns the government 
chemists havo carefully selected the 
kinds which aro most valuable for the 
jms mask manufacture. 
It requires 


nbont 200 peach pits or seven pounds 
of nut shells to produce carbon enough 
for one mask.; This mask will protect

In wartime economy and efficiency 


are the keynotes of poultry produc- 
tion. The poultry keeper must save 
feed 'and at the same time increase 
poultry production. It is not the high 
cost of feed alone, since America en- 
tered the war, that has led to more 
careful attention to the routine work 
of keeping poultry and to greater pro- 
duction and skill in feeding. 
The 


saving of money has been an incentive, 
but above and beyond that every poul- 
try keeper realizes- that getting better 
production from less feed is doing 
double duty in conservation and pro- 
duction. 


The first result of the wartime con- 


ditions was to emphasize afresh and 
more effectively than ever the bene- 
fits of graded selection of breeding 
stock and severe culling of the young 
stock while growing. 
When this is 


practiced together with good poultry 


the boys In the front line trenches 
agnlnst every; kind of gns excepting 
one, which Is seldom encountered. A 
mask may be used for 18 hours before 


Home-Made Grape Juice. 


Any person familiar with the proc- 


esses of canning fruit can put up grape 
juice, for the principles involved are 
the same. 
Only 
; clean, sound, well- 


ripened but not over-ripe grapes should 
be used. The juice may be extracted 
by hand or in a cider mill if a light- 
colored product is desired. Heat this 
liquid to the boiling point, place .in 
sterilized bottles or jars and carefully 
seal. The product may be sweetened 
or not at tho time of bottling. 


When a red juice is desired, the 


grapes should first be heated to a tem- 
perature of 200 degrees Fahrenheit 
aud then strained through a. clean cloth 
or dripbag. 
Reheat the liquid after 


straining, place in containers and seal. 


Keep the bottles or cans in a cool 


place. If bottles are used the corks 
should be sterilized and the 
necks 


sealed with sealing wax-. TTnfermented 
juice may be made not only from all 
varieties of grapes, but from some 
other fruits, such as apples, pears, 
cherries and berries. 


TJnfermented grape juice can be used 


In sickness, convalescence, and health. 
It Is generally claimed that a reason- 
ably large quantity of this drink Im- 
proves digestion and results in an in- 
crease In body weight.

If the producers of eggs and poultry 


for the table are doing their utmost to 
Increase production of,meat and eggs, 
the easiest, shortest, and surest way is 
through general use of the most .pro- 
ductive types, that is, by the. use on 
the part of every poultry keeper of 
the most productive types of his stock. 


Winding wool is difficult if, there is 


no one to hold It. Put two flafirons on 
a table at sufficient distance apart to 
allow the wool to be tightly stretched, 
then wind over the Irons just as if 
some one was holding it. 


It Is not meant that there should be-a 
wholesale replacement 
of ordinary 


stock by stock or strains celebrated 
for extreme high production. In some 
cases this may be done to advantage, 
but with the majority of poultry keep- 
ers Immediate-gain in production must 
be made by good use of such stock as 
they have. 
- 


. Get 'Understanding of Type.- 


The first step toward the Increase of 


poultr" products—whether meat or 
eggs—:through the use of the types best 
suited to .production, is to get a cor- 
rect understanding of type. Three dis- 
tinct types are recognized—the egg 
type, the meat type and the dual pur- 
pose or general purpose type, which is 
commonly considered as: an .Inter- 
mediate of the other two, though in 
reality it is the' primary type of which 
the others are modifications. 


Small size, and great .activity are j 


commonly supposed to be the charac- 
teristics of egg type. Large size and 
an indolent temperament are supposed 
to be characteristics of the meat type, 
and 
medium 
size 
without either 


marked energy or great indolence are 
supposed to be the charaetwristics of 
the mediocre dual-purpose type. While 
this, in a general way, is true, there 
are exceptions, as can be noted in the 
accompanying tables. 
These tables 


show that egg production -and meat 
production are not -entirely a simple 
matter of size, weight and tempera- 
ment. Table No. 1 is a list of well- 
known standard breeds grouped ac- 
cording to their general type. 
Table 


No. 2 is a list of the same breeds ar- 
ranged in the order of their weight, 
beginning witJi the smallest. 


There is a wide range of individual 


differences among the standard breeds, 
ome strains of a particular breed 
being better suited for egg production 
than meat,'-and vice versa. 


Good physical development, vitality; 
constitutional vigor, a' good digestive 
system, docility and ruggedness and 
stability of function in the reproduc- 
tive organs are the distinguishing 
Characters and traits of dependable 
good layers. 


The existence of all these, however. 


Is not enough to insure good laying. 
There 'must, of course, be reasonably 
good management, even if the- keeper 
has not special skill. But if with these 
qualities which make for continual lay- 
ing there exists a tendency to put on 
fat whenever laying is interrupted, 
only unremitting skillful management 
to keep a hen in good laying condi- 
tion will make her a first-class egg 
producer. 


The egg type or laying type of hen, 


in any breed, is the Hen that with the 
qualities that make for good egg pro- 
duction has no quality which is an 
obstacle 
to continual' laying. 
The 


meat type is not the converse of the 
egg type, even though the hen that 
is not a good layer is fit only for meat. 


Meat Type Grows Rapidly. 


The meat type, in all kinds of poul- 


try, is the type that grows rapidly and 
at maturity carries abundant flesh, 
especially where the preferred parts of 
the meat are produced. The most de- 
sirable meat type is rather fine in 
r.Cxie, with the frame well knit but 
not too compact. Under any kind of 
good management a hen of this type 
'that is in normal condition will be a 
good layer. .She may not lay any bet- 
ter ' than a hen not quite so well 
fleshed, but she ought to lay jusf as 
well, and when the time comes to 
make meat of her she makes more and 
better meat, aad as a breeder she nat- 
urally tends to reproduce offspring 
that will make more 'and better meat.

Beonuso Germany Menaces the 


Freedom of tho World and R 


Can no Longer Resist 


By CLAHENCU L. SPEED 
Secretary of tho War Committee Of tno 
Union League Club of Chicago. 


Wo arc In tills war with Germany 


because It Is a war for freedom more 
truly than over before was ti war 
fought for (lie liberty of man. In times 
past, It is true, men have fought for 
freedom from oppressors. Sometimes 
they have won and sometimes they 
hove lost. 
But always there has hocn 


a place In this big world where those 
who hud lost In the strugle at home 
mlKht KO und find n country where 
they might enjoy tho liberty they 
loved. 


Now nil Is different. 
If the forces 


which are fighting for freedom In thl 
war are defeated, there will he no 
place In tho whole world to which they 
may go to find a refuge from Prus- 
sian domination. 
Every land under 


tho sun will be directly or Indirectly 
under control of tho victor; and If 
tho victor Is autocracy, freedom per- 
ishes. 


Tho land whoro freedom Is most Im- 


minently menaced by the legions of 
Prussian autocracy, M this moment 
[g the land whoro unwonted freedom 
temporarily has run riot and has lost 
(he power to fight for Itself—Russia, 
Wo are fighting for tho freedom of 
Russia, and must continue to fight for 
It until Russia loams what freedom 
menus, and Is again able to fight. If 
we do not, freedom will die In Russia 
I'ru.sslan autocracy will rule and ex- 
ploit the country for Its own benefit; 
and tho very forces which overthrew 
HID czar will he turned against the 
freedom not only of themselves, but of 
other lands, 


In years gone by, when the force 


of revolution were showing themselves 
hero and Ihcro In Russia, they had the 
sympathy of America In spite of the 
methods of terrorism of which we 
did not approve. 
When the cxar and 


tho kaiser, loaders of autocracy, were 
locked In a death grapple, Russia still 
had our sympathy, because sho was 
fighting on tho side of those who were 
Hooking to safeguard the world from 
Prussian-militarism. 


When tho czar was deposed over 


night American feelings were mixed. 
There was joy at the downfall of an 
old, and sometimes cruel autocracy, 
but there was fear that Russia would 
become- too disorganized to fight fur- 
ther, coupled with the thought that per 
haps tho revolution had come too soon 
to bo effective. 


Then followed the brief regime of 


Kerensky, when It began to look as 
though freedom In Russia might be an 
organized freedom, prepared to fight 
for Its rights, and all America hailed 
tho Russian revolution as a blessing. 
It had become absolutely correct to 
say that tho war was n war of demoa 
racy against autocracy. 
No pro-Gcr 


man could longer point to the czar, 
whenever an argument arose. 


Finally came the bolfihovikl revolu 


tlon, In which Kerensky was over 
thrown. 
Russian Industry and Rus^ 


slnn society were disorganized, anc 
Russian armies ceased to fight. The 
kaiser's armies pressed on unopposed, 
took what they desired In spite of a 
signed peace, and Russia appeared to 
bo about to pass completely under con- 
trol 
of 
Germany. 
America 
stood 


aghast nt the prank freedom had 
played, and- American opinion turned 
largely against Russia, but thinking 
men refused to give up hope. 
Rus- 


sia was and still is Incapable of offer 
Ing resistance, but Russia Is not re- 
signed'to autocracy. It devolves upon 
others to fight for the freedom Rus- 
sia must have. 


The experience of other nations has 


been that men who loved freedom 
were willing to fight for it, and to die 
for It If necessary. Tho Russian at- 
titude of nonresistance was something 
now In tho world, and is hard to un- 
derstand. 
Tho bolshevlkl represent- 


ed the extreme Idea of liberty. 
To 


them freedom meant not tho right of 
tho majority ;to choose their form of 
government, but tho right of the Indi- 
vidual to bo free from all forms of 
governmental restraint. 
They would 


tear down the old order completely, 
nt ono stroke, and set up tho mil- 
lenlurn. 
They would divide tho land, 


tho factories and tho tools among the 
workers, and have no masters hence- 
forth. 


Even In Russia, however, there were 


dissenters. Some took up arms; and 
the bolshevik!, who fought the Ger- 
mans not at all, fought their brothers 
most ferociously. 
The result was an- 


archy, lawlessness, massacre, the dis- 
organization of the railways and the 
failure of the food supply. 
The mil- 


Ionium refused to come at the mere 
decree of the holshcvlkl. It was shown 
that there must be organization and 
government of some sort, 


Russia will not longer fight side by 


side with her former allies. 
So In- 


slduous has been tho German propa- 
ganda that, In many Instances, Russian 
htftrod of the allies seems to be deep- 
er than hatred of Germany. 


Therefore the United States cannot 


render direct aid to the struggling peo- 
ple of Russia. 
Sho cannot send them 


armies and supplies, for they have re- 
fused to do battle for themselves. To 
fight for Russia she must fight on the 
western front. She must do her share 
toward humbling the kaiser, and forc- 
ing him to relinquish his grasp on the 
Bast. 


That Is why wo cannot talk peace 


with Germany as long as the kaiser 
has one single Russian prpylaci un- 
der dxls heel,

A certain type of person writes on the dangers 
of Hying and the way he prevented himself from 
being killed, yet one-lenth of the untold stories 
In Ihe trenches would make Ihe air idiot's story 
sound very small.

Fortunately, things arc going well. The United 


Slates has pilots of the right kind, and the ma- 
lerla! Is now going overseas In Hie right way. .1 
have been fortunate enough to see a good deal 
of American flying men, of the training which Is 
going on In this country and of a certain number 
of American cadets In Knglnnd, 
Personally, I 


have nothing but praise for American flyers, and 
tho.se at home have nothing but praise for the 
cadets there. 
And how Important a thorough 


training Is! 
However well a pilot may lly, how- 


ever good his machine may be. unless ho can 
kill his opponent In Iho nlr, he is, Lo all Intents 
and purposes, useless. To do that ho 'must' have 
a gun, use a preponderance of lire, outrnaneuver 
Ids enemy and bring him,down, 
There-are sev- 


eral moans and ways of achieving, this excellent 
result. 
Some Germans have been forced to land 


without having boen fired nn; others have been 
brought down by machlny-gun fire In the-air, and 
a few by antiaircraft lire from Hie ground. Again, 
a very small number have been shot down by In- 
fantry gunfire from trenches, The more Germans 
brought down, the less sacrifices of life-we have 
on our side of the lines. Say a German ail-plane 
has come over our side of thp lines; say ho has 
taken photographs of our artillery position; say 
he has photographed trenches whore we are as- 
sembling to attack—It Is perfectly easy for him, 
If not interfered with, to take these, back, have 
them developed and Issued to the .artillery. 
He 


can also call up batteries by wireless and have 
them train their guns on the Infantry so assem- 
bled. Hence, It Ifi absolutely necessary. Unit every 
hostile machine on our side of the lines, every 
enemy machine In the air at all, shall bo brought 
down whenever and wherever possible.

by this means can we save our own men.on the 
ground.

The blades were protected 
by sl'eel plates called rotloctors, which were so 
placed l h a t when a bullet struck the blade It 
glanced off. No form of synchroniser gear had 
been evolved, but It: was the beginning of. a sys-

Kokkor made Its appearance. This machine had 
not. a great: speed, but It did have u synchronizing 
gear, I. o., a gear which enabled the machine gun

Tl had q u i t e a success for a time until 


the French got out the Spad gear and the British 
the Vlckers gear. 
The latter was used by us 


,riulto extensively over the lines, but owing to the 
'diniculty of training mechanics In Its use and the 
.small amount that was known of If In those days, 
It left quite a lot to lie desired. 
This was fol- 


lowed by tho Constnntfnesco gear, which proved 
very satisfactory. 
Here,

progress in aerial gunnery, and today we have nn 
'every machine two or three or four machine guns, 
two'tiring through the propeller and two being 
used by (he observer behind.

two-seater, if you consider Ihe amount of rounds, 
which can be fired on tho enemy from a machine, 
you will understand what a menace It is.

maneuver the sighting of machine guns becomes 
u very important factor. 
To hit an object in a 


vital spot, going 120 miles an hour, when your 
own machine Is traveling at tho same pace, re- 
quires a vast amount of training for pilots and 
observers, 
who practice 
gunnery 
continuously 


from the time they go on tho ground school until 
(bey go overseas. 


An extremely Interesting form of flying has 


boen perfected recently—cloud formation flying. 


In the olden clays, and u n t i l , most recently, 


pilots have been chary about' going Into clouds 
except as a means of defense. ' Actual cloud fly- 
ing has been regarded with a certain amount of 
skepticism. But cloud flying today is a necessity. 


.Every day is not a due day, and cloud flying has 


•become tho fashion. 
II: is now possible for ma- 


chines to go In formation through the clouds1 and 
meet above them and continue tli'at formation 
on a compass bearing to their objective, como 
down..through tho clouds, bomb their objpctlvo, 
go up again and come homo. That sounds simple, 
but It Is simple only If pilots are properly trained 
for It, and have the right Instruments. 


• Long-distance air raids Into Germany are now 
quite common. An Independent force of the n. A. 
F. has been formed for this purpose alone. It Is 
Independent of the army and carries out bomb 
raids only from Its headquarters In France.

MEETS OPPOSITION. 


SUFFRAGE ACTION EXPLAINED 


That Proposition and Prohibition Bring 


to Fore Question Whether Legislator 
Should Vote Only According to His 
Own Views. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington.—President: Wilson, Ilko 


Theodore Roosevelt, relies upon the 
people for .support. Jt was Roosevelt's 
policy, when ho wanted to put any- 
thing through congress and was met 
with an adverse inajorlt.y, or opposi- 
tion among the lenders which was able 
to defeat what be wanted, to place the 
whole matter before tho people in such 
a way as to bring tbo pressure of pub- 
lic opinion upon congress and force it 
to act. No other presidents have ever 
used tho power of public opinion to 
secure, action with the sumo effective- 
ness as Roosevelt and, Wilson. Neither 
Cleveland, 
Harrison, MeKinioy 
nor 


Tuft ever put Info-operation Ihe pow- 
er of publicity and pressure from the. 
people as have Roosevelt and Wilson. 
In regard to legislation which lie deems 
of great Importance and where 
I here 


is intense opposition, the president al- 
ways appeals |o the people. 
Before 


the Dulled States entered thc war he 
even went so far as to make a tour of. 
the country and urge the necessity of 
lit! increased army arid navy because it 
was well-known that there was a ma- 
jority In congress against such in- 
creases. 'And so It was In regard to 
the selective draft law; /ic made it 
plain what wus needed and a reluctant 
congress voted for what be recom- 
mended. 
Ono of President Wilson's 


closest friends In the United States 
senate explained his appearance be- 
fore the senate on the suffrage ques- 
tion by saying that: favorable results 
were expected after tho people bad 
boon beard from. He said that wheth- 
er senators would change or not de- 
pended upon the telegrams thr;y would 
get from home after the people had 
read the president's address urging the 
adoption of the suffrage amendment. 
Me said the president did not expect 
that his personal statement in his ad- 
dress to the senators would have the 
effect, but the effect would come from 
the people, as It had in Ihe past, In 
support of the president for anything 
that he deemed necessary to win the 
wur. 


For many years It: bus been a ques- 


tion whether a senator or representa- 
tive In congress should represent bis 
constituents by his votes, or vote his 
own convictions. A groat many years 
ago, It Is said, senators especially 
took tho ground that a man should vote 
according to bis own views and not ac- 
cept the dictation of his slate, whether 
voiced by a legislative resolution or by 
some action taken by the people at the 
polls. 
For the last quarter of a cen- 


tury there has boon more or less con- 
troversy on the subject. 
As a usual 


tiling men vote according to what: their 
constituents want. That has been the 
case In regard to prohibition. 
Let a 


state go -prohibition and it Is almost- 
certain that Its senators will vote for 
any prohibition measure that comes 
up. On the other hand, senators rep- 
resenting states which are wet often- 
times vote prohibition because of tbo 
strong prohibitionist sentiment that 
exists In certain sections of their 
states. 


In regard to woman suffrage a num- 


ber of senators have voted according 
to tbo demands of'tbolr constituents 
without regard to (heir own personal 
views. At the same time a great many 
senators from nonsuffrage slates ear- 
nestly supported the suffrage amend- 
ment. Ono rather Interesting phase of 
the suffrage situation was the fact 
that Senator Caldor of Ne\y York be- 
came a suffragi.st when New York 
Voted for suffrage, but Senator Wads- 
worth remained true to his convictions 
and would not be influenced by the 
action of bis state. 
Senator McCurn- 


ber of North Dakota announced that 
his convictions were opposed to wom- 
an suffrage, b~Ut us bis state bad voted 
fjjr woman suffrage he would support 
the amendment. 
Senator Borah of 


Idaho was a conspicuous example of 
a man from a suffrage state who stood 
staunchly in thc face of great pres- 
sure and opposed the suffrage amend- 
ment because., he 
v believed 
suffrage 


was a matter belonging to the states, 
although ho himself believed in wom- 
an suffrage and bad supported It In his 
own state. 


Probably It is just as well that there 


should 
be .a cessation of 
politics 


during 
the 
period , that 
the Lib- 


erty 
loan 
Is 
going. over. 
It 
Is 


doubtful whether the .people of the 
United States will care to have more 
than two weeks of real campaigning 
this year. 
Here in Washington, of 


course, politics are on tap all the time 
and there Is a great deal of Interest as 


i whether tho house will be Demo- 


cratic or Republican next time, or 
whether the Republicans will make 
any particular gains In the senate. Bnt 
that Is not the case outside of Wash- 
ington. This has been shown in the 
primary campaign where such a very 
small precentage of the total vote has 
been cast although' vigorous efforts 
have been made on the part of candi- 


dates to get all the votf* they could, 


An observing newspaper man who 


has recently had an opportunity to 
take a trip throughout the country dis- 
tricts finds that the people are talk- 
ing about winning the war mid are 
more Interested in the Liberty loan 
and 
the success of tho American 


troops than they are In anything else. 
An experienced 
politician who has 


been a member of the hort.se nnd gov- 
ernor of his stale, and Is new a Unit- 
ed States senator, once made the sage 
remark that the American people set- 
tled only one thing at n time. 
And 


tbo one thing which the American peo- 
ple now are settling Is 
I lie German 


autocracy. 
.That is wnat ihey are 


thinking about In the cities and 
In 


the towns and throughout the farming 
districts. 
Almost without exception 


everybody Is engaged :n an earnest 
effort to Jo whut be can to wiu the 
war 


Naturally there Is not any time for 


politics. 
Most of the peop'lo do not 


believe that: It makes any difference 
whether there is u Republican or Dem- 
ocratic house of representatives. The 
men of both parties have lleen praised 
on all sides for what they have done 
to aid the president In carrying on the 
war and It is no doubt ;i fact that 
whichever parly Is In power, (be sains 
.strong support will be accorded the 
administration 
until 
success 
Is 


achieved. 


President Wilson dellsMs In sur- 


prise parries. 
From the lime he be- 


came president he has taken occasion 
to surprise people In different ways} 
to surprise senators anil representa- 
tives by visits to the cap!l.ol: to sur- 
prise officials; In tlui departments by 
dropping in on them unexpectedly. Of 
course Ihe greatest surprise was when 
he decided lo deliver his messages In 
persoi; to congress. 
Hi:- 
1 mos'. recent 


surprise was upon the .senate of the 
United States, and that, indeed, was 
a very great surprise. 
Kor the presi- 


dent to go to the senate and In a 
speech directly urge them to vote for 
a constitutional amendment was some- 
thing entirely out of the -H-dinary; 
something which never happened be- 
ta re In the history of the government. 
Ono reason why the senate wits taken 
by surprise was because congress has 
been of the opinion that, the amending 
of the Constitution was wholly a leg- 
islative function; that. Ibis was one 
act. in which the concurrence of the 
executive was not requiiod am', which 
rested wholly with congn-ss.

the debate on woman suffrage, which

but It is known that 
It lias boen 


die source of doop consideration In 
tbo 
Southern 
states. 
It Is in re- 


gard to tbo status of the negro when 
this war Is over and when the negro 
soldiers return to the United States. 
The point was raised in (be senate by 
two Sonfhorn senators, Hardwlck of 
Georgia nnd Vnrdaman of Mississippi, 
both of whom have boon defeated for 
renomlnatlon. 
Both were somewhat 


alarmists on the subject. 
Hardwlck: 


sold: 


"The 
South Is going to have a 


heavier white man's burden to carry 
than It ever had In that period of re- 
construction which followed the Civil 
war.' That mny .sound like n strong 
statement to senators who do not live 
In the South and who may not under- 
stand the situation." 


He then went on to explain what 


bad happened In the South in the way 
of revising the 
electoral 
franchise, 


which was done for the purpose of 
keeping the negro from .voting. 
In 


state constitutions, In order to allow 
white men who could not pass educa- 
tional tests to vote, provisions were 
made that soldiers and the descend-, 
ants of soldfers could vote. Hardwlck 
wont on to explain : 


"Now this war has come on. 
We 


have drafted 
Impartially^ from 
the 


male population of the So'uth, and if 
the war lasts long we will draft hun- 
dreds of thousands and it mny bo a 
million or more negroes of voting age 
In "tho South, who will go Into the 
service of the country 
under 
the 


Stars nnd Stripes and to France. 
When they come back,' under our own 
state constitutions, the only, ones we 
could write under the Constitution of 
the Uuited States, they come back as 
fully enfranchised ns any wblte^voter 
in any one of the states, and they 
come back exempt from the educa- 
tional tests and the property tests of 
the states of the South." 


Vardaman, 
although 
supporting 


woman suffrage, said there was -force 
In the objection which the Southern 
men made that" It would be more dif- 
ficult to get along with the negro wom- 
an than the negro man. But referring 
to the other phase of the situation, In 
regard to what will happen after the 
war, he said: "This war is going to 
Intensify the difficulties which must be 
met at first by the Southern white 
people. The arrogance and Impudence 
of the negro ex-soldier will enhance 
the white man's burden." 


While these are the only utterances 


made publicly, there has been a great 
deal of discussion' among men In the 
South and considerable 
apprehension 


expressed about what will- happen in 
relation to the negroes when these sol- 
diers return from the war. However, 
that will be only 'one of the many 
problems which the war will place be- 
'fore the American pepole. '

Red Cross war fund was raised, the 
chajjters were entitled to retain 25 per 
cent of the amount collected, in order 
defray local expenses, to curry on their 
home service work, to purchase MM- 
rerials to bo utilized In chapter produc- 
tion and otherwise to meet Hie numer- 
ous calls made upou them. The chap- 
tors were thus entitled to retain nearly 
$20,000,000, As a matter of fact, their 
act tin I retentions . amounted 
to only 


about $22,000,000.

From this total sum, therefore, of 533,- 


000,000 retained by the chapters, they

In the year 1842 a queer 
marine 


institution made its appearance 
In 


Nantucket and bore the 
name 
of 
camel. 
These camels were really 


huge floating dry docks for carrying 
ships over the bar, where the depth 
of water had been gradually decreas- 
ing since 1830. 


Being flat-bottomed the 
camels 


could float in water very much shal- 
lower than a loaded ship 
required. 


They were like two long, large boxes 
floating side by side and 
held 
to- 


gether at 
the ends 
by large 
iron 


chains. 
The 
outer 
sides 
were 
almost 


straight up and down, but the inner 
sides were curved, making when the 
two sections were drawn 
together, 


an interior basin just the shape of 
the bottom of a ship. 


The plan was for the camels to be 


separated far enough to allow 
the 


ships to be hauled into the basin be- 
tween the two sections, then to 
be 


drawn and held fastened together by 
the chains, holding the ship between 
them, so that the camels 
and 
the 


ship could then be towed 
over 
the 


shallow places in the channel to the 
wharf.

or just after the cane is harvested. 
Select well matured heads from do 
sirable plants only. 
Put them in a 


sack or pile until they are taken to 
the curing room, which should 
be 


within a few hours. 
Cure under tho 


same conditions of temperature and 
ventilaton required for seed corn. 


"The best way to hang the heads 


is 011 baling wire or binding twine 
Take each head separately, and hold- 
ing with head pointing downwaid. 
open out a few of the seed branches 
at the base of the head. 
Slip these 


branches over the wire 
or 
twine 


and 'pull down on the head until the 
wire is close up to the crotch made 
by the central stem and 
the 
seed 
branches. 
The heads may be crowl- 


od rather closely. 
Begin stringing 


at one end of the room and at 
the 


top string. 
When It is filled, fitretci. 


other strings until the last reaches 
near the Door.

The utilization of a common var- 


iety of fungus for the manfacture of 
Ink, now both costly and scarce, has 
been proposed hi France.

ylolcllrig fungUM which la often found 
growing In clusters where decaying 
vegetable matter exists In rich, damp 
soil Is sometimes called .the 
"Ink- 


stand" or tho "Ink hotUo" because 
of tho fact that when it 
decays, a 


black liquid Is produced. 
Its cap 


la elongated aud bell-shaped, white 
at first and covered with a shining 
powder, later turning to gray with 
small brown scales on its top. 


A French scientific journal 
saya 


that extensive experiments

production of indelible Ink from this 
fungus were once 
carried 
on

French botanists. 
The fungus are 


simply placed In a bottle or 
other 


container. 


After standing for a day 
or two 


they change to a black pulpy mass, 
which, on being

cjoth, yields a deep hback or brownish 
Ink, not nuliko India Ink.

dition of a small quantity of 
gum 


arable and a llttlo of the essence ol' 
cloves Is nahl to improve it and pre- 
serve, its llullity.

There was Joy at tho downfall of an

and sometimes cruel autocracy, 


Init there wns fenr that Russia would 
become too disorganized to fight fur- 
ther, coupled with the thought that per. 
haps the revolution had come too soon 
to bo effective. 


Then followed tho brief regime o1 


Koronsky, when It began to look as 
though freedom In Russia might bo an 
organized freedom, prepared to fight 
for Its rights, and all America hailed 
the Russian revolution as a blessing 
It hnd become absolutely correct to 
say that the. wav was u war of democ- 
racy nguliist nutocracy.

sia was and still 13 Incapable of offer 
Ing resistance, but Russia Is not re- 
signed'to autocracy. It devolves upon 
others to fight for the freedom Rus- 
sia must have. 


The experience of other nations has 


been that men who loved freedom 
wero willing to flght for It, and to die 
for It If necessary. The Russian at- 
tltudo of nonreslstnnce was something 
now In tho world, and Is hard to un- 
dcrstand. 
Tho bolshevlkl represent 


ed tho extreme Idea of liberty. 
To 


them freedom meant not tho right of 
tho majority f.o choose their form of 
government, but tho right of the Indl- 
vldual to bo freo from nil forms of 
governmental restraint. 
They would 


tear down the old order completely, 
at ono stroke, and sot up tho mil 
Ionium. 
They would divide the land, 


tho factories and tho tools among tho 
workers, nnd have no masters hence' 
forth. 


Even In Russia, however, there wero 


dissenters. Some took up arms; and 
Ilia bolshevlkl, who fought the Ger- 
mans not at nil, fought their brothers 
most ferociously. 
The result was an- 


nrchy, lawlessness, massacre, the dis- 
organization of the railways and the 
failure of the food supply. 
The mil 


Ionium refused to eorne nt tho mere 
decree of the bolshevllcl, It was shown 
that there must be organization and 
government of some sort, 


Russia will not longer fight sldo by 


sldo with her former allies. 
So In 


Blduous has boon tho German i>ropa< 
gandn that, In many Instances, Russian 
htftred of the allies seems to bo deep- 
er timn hatred of Germany. 


Therefore the United States cannot 


render direct aid to the struggling peo< 
pie of TUissla, 
She cannot send them 


armies and supplies, for they have re1 


fused to do battlo for themselves. To 
fight for Russia she must flght on the 
western front. She must do her sharo 
toward humbling tho kaiser, and fore- 
Ing him to relinquish his grasp on the 
East.

because It is a war for freedom more 
truly than ever before was a war 
fought for the liberty of man. In times 
past, It Is true, men have fought for 
freedom from oppressors. Sometimes 
they have won and sometimes they 


I have lost. 
But always there has been 


j a place In this big world where those 
i who had lost In the strugle at horn- 


I mlglit go and find a country wher 


I they might enjoy the liberty thej 


loved. 


Now all is different. 
If the forces 


which are fighting for freedom In thi 
war are defeated, there will be no 
place In the whole world to which thej 
may go to find a refuge from Prus 
sian domination. Every land tinder 
the sun will be directly or Indirect! 
under control of the victor; and if 
the victor Is autocracy, freedom per 
tshes. 
The land where freedom Is most 1m 


mlnently menaced by the legions of 
Prussian autocracy, iit this moment 
Is the land where unwonted freedom 
temporarily has run riot and has los' 
the power" to fight for Itself—Russia 
We are fighting for the freedom o: 
Russia, and must continue to fight foi 
It until Russia learns what freedom 
means, and Is again able to fight. I" 
we do not, freedom will die in Russia 
Prussian autocracy will rule and ex 
plolt the country for Its own benefit 
and the very forces which overthrew 
the czar will be turned against the 
freedom not only of themselves, but of 
other lands. 


In years gone by, when the force 


of revolution were showing themselves 
here and there In Russia, they had the 
sympathy of America In spite of tin 
methods of terrorism of whlcu w 
did not approve. When the czar and 
the kaiser, leaders of autocracy, were 
locked In a death grapple, Russia sti 
had our sympathy, because she wai 
fighting on the side of those who were 
seeking to safeguard the world from 
Prussian • militarism. 


When the czar was deposed over 


night American feelings .were mixed 
There was joy at the downfall of an 
old, 
find sometimes cruel autocracy 


but there was fear that Russia would 
become too disorganized to fight fur- 
ther, coupled with the thought that per- 
haps the revolution had come too soon 
to be effective. 


Then followed the' brief regime of 


Kerensky, when it began to look as 
though freedom in Russia might be an 
organized freedom, prepared to figW 
for its rights, and all America hailed 
the Russian revolution as a blessing 
It hnd become absolutely correct to 
sny that the war was a war of democ- 
racy against autocracy. 
No pro-Ger- 


man could longer point to the czar, 
whenever an argument arose. 


Finally came the bolshevik! revolu- 


tion, In which Kerensky was over- 
thrown. 
Russian industry and Rus- 


sian society were disorganized, anc 
Russian armies ceased to fight The 
kaiser's armies pressed on unopposed, 
took what they desired In spite of a 
signed peace, and Russia appeared to 
be about to pass completely under con- 
trol of 
Germany. 
America 
stood 


aghast at the prank freedom hac 
played, and. American opinion turnec 
largely against Russia, but thinking 
men refused to give up hope. 
Rus- 


sia was and still is incapable of offer- 
Ing resistance, but Russia is not re- 
signed'to autocracy. It devolves upon 
others to fight for the freedom Rus- 
sia must have. 


The experience of otter nations has 


been that men who loved freedom 
were willing to fight for it, and to die 
for it If necessary. The Russian at- 
titude of nonresista'nce was something 
now in the world, and is hard to us. 
derstand. 
The bolshevlkl represent 


ed the extreme Idea of liberty. 
To 


them freedom meant not the right of 
the majority to choose their form of 
government, but the right of the Indi- 
vidual to be free from all forms of 
governmental restraint. 
They would 


tear down the old order completely, 
at one stroke, and set tip the mil- 
lenium. 
They would divide the land, 


the factories and the tools among the 
workers, and have no masters hence- 
forth. . 
. 


Even In Russia, however, there were 


dissenters. 
Some took up arms; and 


the bolshevlkl, who fought the Ger- 
mans not at all, fought their brothers 
most ferociously. The result was an 
archy, lawlessness, massacre, the diS' 
organization of the railways and the 
failure of the food supply. 
The mil- 


lenlum refused to corne at the mere 
decree of the bolshevlkl. It was shown 
that there must be organization and 
government of some sort. 


Russia will not longer fight side by 


side with her former allies. 
So In 


slduous has been the German prppa 
ganda that, in many instances, Russian 
htftred of the allies seems to be deep- 
er than hatred of Germany. 


Therefore the United States cannot 


render direct aid to the struggling peo- 
ple of Russia. She cannot send them 
armies and supplies, for they have re- 
fused to do battle for themselves. To 
fight for Russia she must fight on the 
western front. She must do her share 
toward humbling the kaiser,, and forc- 
ing him to relinquish his grasp on the 
East.

Our work with infantry, cavalry and tanks Is 
iilso of the greatest 
Importance. A system of 


signals Is devised as between the infantry and 
the airplane, mill llu: airplane files extremely low 
to get thi.'se messages, tiles back and gives the com- 
maniler accurate Information not only as to where 
the Infantry is, but also as to what they may he 
in need of. 


As I begun by saying, llylns Is designed to

with. Lust, but not least, it Is essential to know 
ir the wire In front of thfl Gorman trenches has 


been cut etliciently. If it has been, all is well. 
It il. has not, it is necessary for Ihu u'rllllery to 
again strafe, it, in order that an' infantry regi- 
ment may not start an attack only to .find itself 
held up on fiernian barbed wire. 
The saving of 


life by an efliciynt air force is absolutely colossal. 


The airplane must descend from tho realm of 


mystery it lias occupied in the public mind and 
assume' its practical form. 
It should be looked 


on as a machine designed to curry a man through 


I ho air for a definite purpose, and that purpose 
is In help those on the ground to go forward. 


We have to rid ourselves oE mistaken notions. 


Tha f i f e of a pilot is really far more comfortable 
than is possible for iiis comrades in the Infantry, 
cavalry or artillery. 
The Infantry when in the 


trenches are shelled continually and- often heav- 
ily. 
They have to sleep in dugouts, some wet 


uitiil some' dry. They are at war the whole time 
except, of course, when they are back at rest, 
lint flic pilot, though Iiis period of fighting may 
continue for weeks and months iit n time; has n 
definite job to do each day. He knows when that 
job Is liver bo will return to a clean ''house; n 
clean meal, arul a clean hod. His morale.Is excel- 
lent. 
He, is (lying the best machine the govern- 


ment can supply. He does not see the dirty side 
of the war. 
He lines not find in the air the gas

States has pilots "I" t'le r'S'it kind, ami the. mn- 
lerlui is now going overseas in the rig-lit way.- 1 
have been fortunate enough to see it'• goocl--deal 
of American flying men. of the training which is 
frnlna on in tills country and of a certain number 
of American cadets In England. 
Personally, I 


have nothing but praise for American flyers,:and 
those at home have nothing but praise 'for the. 
cutlets there. 
And bow important a .thorough 


training is! However well a pilot may fly,..how- 
ever good his machine may be, unless he can 
kill his opponent in the nir, he is, to all intents' 
nnd purposes, useless. To do that he 'must have 
a gun, use n preponderance of lire, outmaneuver 
his enemy and bring him.down. 
There are.sev- 


eral means and ways of achieving this excellent 
result. 
Some Germans have been forced to;iand 


without liav.lnR been fired on; others have been 
brought-down by machine-gun fire in the-nir, .and 
a few by antiaircraft fire from the ground. Again, 
a very small number have been shot-.down by in- 
fantry gunfire from trenches. The'more Germans 
brought down, the less sacrifices of. life'we 'have 
on our side of the lines. 
Say a German airplane 


has come over our side of the lines; say he.has 
taken photographs of our artillery position ; say 
he has photographed trenches where we are -as- 
sembling to attack—It Is perfectly easy for him, 
if not interfered with, to take these; back.-: have 
thoui developed and issued to the .artillery. 
He 


cnn also cull up batteries by .wireless and have 
them train their guns on. the Infantry so assem- 
bled. Hence, It Is absolutely necessary. ;thnt every 
hostile machine on our side of the .lines, every 
enemy machine in the air at nil, shall be brought 
tlown whenever and wherever possible.

and the enrl'y part of 1915 pilots and observers 
carried rides, and the pilots, at that time, sat 
'behind. 
There were no machine guns ^n air- 


planes. 
Men undoubtedly fought in the air, but 


these scraps .generally resulted In two machines 
maneuvering around each other and occasionally 
getting In a .shot. 
Sometimes one machine or 


the other was forced to land for lack of gasoline. 
It was extremely lucky if you .could put in a shot 
thnt would either disable the pilot or knock out 
tho machine. Not until the advent of the Lewis 
gun did aerial gunnery really begin to make itself 
felt. 
These hnmly little weapons were mounted 


on swivelpins on each side of: t>he machine and cut 
down to decrease weight. This, however, though 
the beginning, was never satisfactory, 
and the 


stoppages In the machine gun were frequent. 
In 


'the middle of 1915, the German nviatik had a sin- 
gle movable gun in the rear cockpit which caused 
quite a lot of trouble to the allies. This was 


,. followed by the French Nieuport machine, which 


hud a Lewis gun mounted over the top plane, and 
at the same time we developed "n ring mounting 
in the observer's cockpit.. It thus became a race 
not only in machines but also in gunnery as to 
who could bring the most effective fire to bear on 
tho adversary. 
In the autumn of 1915 experi- 


ments were 'made with the Vickers gun firing 
through the propeller. The blades were protected 
by steel plates called rellectors, which were so 
placed that when a bullet struck the blade it 
glanced off. No form of synchronizer gear had 
been evolved, but it was the beginning of a sys- 
tem which Is now universal. : Late 'in 1915 the 
Foklcer made its appearance. 'This machine bad 
not a great speed, but it did have a synchronizing 


• gear, I. P., a gear which enabled the machine gun 


to lire through the blades of the propeller with- 
out hitting the blades and without any loss of 
efficiency. 
Tt hud quite a success for a time until 


the French got out tho Spad gear and tho British 
the Vicker-5 gear. 
The' latter was usetl by us 


.quite extensively over the lines, but owing to the 
'difficulty of training mechanics in its use nnd the 
small amount that was known of if In those days, 
it left quite a lot to he desired. . This was fol- 
lowed by the Constantt'nesco gear, which proved 
very satisfactory. 
Here, then, was a 
definite 


progress In aerial gunnery, nnd today we have on 
every machine two or three or four machine guns, 
two firing through the. propeller and two being 
used by the observer behind. In the case of a 
two-seater, if you consider the amount of rounds 


•' which can be fired on the enemy from n machine, 


you will understand what n menace it Is. 
You 


can fire GOO rounds per minute from each gun; 
heuce the pilot can fire 1,200 rounds per minute, 
and.the observer can reach the same figure with 
his two guns. 


Machines, of course, are specialized. -There are 


. single-seater machines, which depend entirely on 


. 'their power of.manenver and gunfire. 
There are 


two-seater fighters, where rhe pilot and the ob- 
server have. to. work. together the whole time. 
There are machines designed 
for 
co-operation 


with artillery "which carry an obs.erver and wire- 
less. There are large machines for day bombing 
nnd still larger machines designed for night bomb-

at 
which machines 


maneuver the sighting of machine gnns becomes 
a very important factor. 
To hit an object in n 


vital spot, going 120 miles an hour, .when your 
own.machine is traveling at the same pace, re- 
quires :a vast amount of training for pilots and 
observers, 
who practice 
gunnery continuously 


from the. time they go on the ground school until 
.they go overseas.

WILSON RELIES ON 


POPULAR SUPPORT 


LIKE ROOSEVELT, HE APPEALS 


TO THE COUNTRY WHEN HE 


MEETS OPPOSITION. 


SUFFRAGE ACTION EXPLAINED 


That Proposition and Prohibition Bring 


to Fore Question Whether Legislator 
Should Vote Only According to His 
Own Views. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


• Washington.—President WiJson, like 
Theodore Roosevelt, relies upon the 
people for support. It was Roosevelt's 
policy, when he wanted to put any- 
thing through congress and was met 
with an adverse majority, or opposi- 
tion among the leaders which was able 
to defeat what he wanted, to place the 
whole matter before the people in such 
u way as to bring the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion upon congress and force it 
to net.' No other presidents have ever 
used the power of public opinion to 
secure action with the same effective- 
ness as Roosevelt and. Wilson. N'eilher 
Cleveland, 
Harrison, 
JIcKiniey 
nor 


Taft ever put Into -operation the pow- 
er of publicity and pressure from the 
people as have Iloosevelt unci Wilson. 
In regard to legislation which he deems 


dates to get nil the votp« they could. 


An observing newspaper man who 


has recently had an opportunity to 
take a trip throughout tiii> country dis- 
tricts finds thnt the people are talk- 
Ing about winning the war and ore 
more Interested In the Liberty loan

success of the American 


troops than they are In anything else. 
An experienced politician 
who has 


been a member of the horse qnd gov- 
ernor of his state, and is ucw a Unit- 
ed States senator, once msde rhe sage 
remark that the American people set- 
tled only one thing at a time. And 
the one thing which the American peo- 
ple now are settling Is the German 
autocracy. .That Is what they are 
thinking about in the cities and In 
the towns and throughout the farming 
districts. 
Almost without exception 


everybody Is engaged in an earnest 
effort to do what he can to win the

Naturally there Is not any time for 


politics. 
Most of the people do not

course the greatest surprise was when 
he decided to deliver his messages in 
person to congress. 
Hip most recent 


surprise was upon the senate of the 
United States, and Unit, indeed, was 
a very great surprise. For the presi- 
dent to go to the senate and in a 
speech directly urge them to vote for 
a constitutional amendment was some- 
thing entirely out of the ordinary;

He said the president did not expect 
that his personal statement in his ad- 
dress to the senators would have the 
effect, but the effect would come from 
the people, 'as it had in the past, in 
support of the president for anything 
that he deemed necessary to win the 
war. 


For many years It bus been a ques- 


tion whether a senator or representa- 
tive In congress should represent his 
constituents by his votes, or vote his 
own convictions. A. great many years 
ago, it Is said, senators especially 
took the ground that n man should vote 
according to his own views nnd not ac- 
cept tho dictation of his state, whether 
voiced by a legislative resolution or by 
some action taken'by the people at the 
polls. For the last quarter of a cen- 
tury there has been more or less con- 
troversy on the subject. 
As a usual 


thing men vote according to what their 
constituents want. That has been the 
case In regard to prohibition. Let n 
state go -prohibition nnd it is almost 
certain that Its senators will vote for 
any prohibition measure that comes 
up. On the other hand, senators rep- 
resenting states which are wet often- 
times vote prohibition because of the 
strong prohibitionist sentiment that 
exists In certain sections of their 
states. 


In regard to woman suffrage a num- 


ber of senators hnve voted according 
to the demands of'their constituents 
without regard to their own personal 
views. At the same time a great many 
senators from nonsufTrnge states ear- 
nestly supported the suffrage amend- 
ment. One rather interesting phase of 
the suffrage situation was the fact 
that Senator Calder of New York be- 
came a suffragist

soldiers return to the United States. 
The point was raised in the senate by 
two Southern senators. Hardwick of 
Georgia and Vnrdamnn of Slississippl, 
both of whom have been defeated for 
renomination. 
Both _were somewhat 


alarmists on the .subject. 
Hardwick 


said: 


"The 
South Is going to have a 


heavier white man's burden to carry 
than it ever had in that period of re- 
construction which followed the Civil 
war.' That mny sound like a strong 
statement to senators who do not live 
in the South nnd who mny not under- 
stand the situation." 


He then went on to explain- what 


had happened in the South In the wny 
of 
revising the 
electoral 
franchise, 


which wns done for the purpose of 
keeping the negro from -voting. 
In 


state constitutions, in order to allow 
white men who could not pass educa- 
tional tests to vote, provisions were 
made that soldiers nnd the descend-, 
ants of soldiers could vote. Hardwick 
went on to explain : 


"Now this war 1ms come on. 
We 


have drafted 
impartially^ from the 


male population of the South, nnd If 
the war lasts long we will draft hun- 
dreds of thousands nnd it may be a 
million or more negroes of voting age 
In'the South, who will go into the 
service of the 
country under 
the 


Stars and Stripes and to France. 
When they come hack,- under our own 
state constitutions, the only, ones we 
could write under the Constitution of 
the United States, they come bnck as 
fully enfranchised as any wblte_voter 


states, and they

Vardaman. 
although 
supporting 


woman suffrage, said there was force 
In the objection which the Southern 
men made that it would be more dif- 
ficult to get along with the negro wom- 
an than the negro man. But referring 
to the other phase of the situation, In 
regard to what will happen after the 
war, he.said: "This war Is going to 
Intensify the difficulties which must be 
met at first by the Southern white 
people.' The arrogance and impudence 
of the negro ex-soldier will enhance 
the white man's burden." 


While these are the only utterances 


made publicly, there has been a great 
deal of discussion among men in the 
South and considerable apprehension 
expressed about what will happen .In 
relation to the negroes when these sol- 
diers return from the war. 
However, 


that'will be only x>ne of the many 
problems which the war will place be- 
fore the American pepole. '

By the terms under which the first 


Red Cross war fund was raised, the 
chapters were entitled to retain 25 per 
cent of the amount collected, in order 
defray local expenses, to carry on their 
home service work, to purchase ma- 
terials to be utilizer] in chapter produc- 
tion and otherwise to meet the numer- 
ous calls made upon tliem. The chap- 
ters were thus entitled to retain nearly 
$29,000,000. As a matter of fact, their 
actual retentions . amounted to only 
about $22,000,000. 


Out of collections from annual mem- 


berships, the chapters have retained 
about §11,000,000. 


From this total sum, therefore, of ?33,- 


000,000 retained by the chapters, they 
have met all the oftentimes very heavy 
local demands upon them, and in -addi- 
tion have provided for use by national 
headquarters

Tills outpouring of penoroslty In ma- 


terial tilings has been accompanied.by 
• spontaneity in the giving, by an en- 
thuiasm and a devotion in the doing, 
which, after all, are greater nnd bigger 
than could be anything measured in 
terms of time or dollars. 


It has been'because of. this spirit 


which has pervaded all American Red 
Cross effort in this war that the aged 
governor of one of the stricken and 
battered provinces of France stated 
not lon# since that, though France had 
long known of America's greatness, 
strength and enterprise, It remained 
for the American Red Cross In this war 
to reveal America's heart. 


In this country, at this moment, the 


workers of the Rod Cross, through Its 
chapters, are helping to add to the 
comfort and health of the millions of 
our soldiers in 102 camps and canton- 
ments, as well us of those traveling on 
railroad trains or embarking on ships 
for duty overseas. 


The home service of the Red Cross, 


with its now more than 40,000 workers, 
is extending Its ministrations of sym- 
pathy and counsel each month to up- 
wards of 100.000 families left behind 
by soldiers at the front—a numlicr 
ever growing with the Increase of our 
mi'ii under arms. 


But, of course, the heart of the Red 


Cross and its mon<jy and attention al- 
ways move toward and focus them- 
selves in Europe where The American 
Ited Cross, as truly "the greatest moth- 
er in the world," is seeking to draw "a 
vast net of mercy through an ocean of 
unspeakable pain." 


Red Cross Worth Recognized. 


Nothing is withheld that can be 


given over there to supplement the 
el'furts of our army and navy iu caring 
for our own boys. The Red Cross does 
not prelcnd to do tho work of the 
mcdk-al corps of the urmy or the navy; 
Its purpose is to help aud to supple- 
ment. 


Nor does the Red Cross seek to 


glorify what It does or those who do 
it; our satisfaction Is In the result', 
which, we are assured by Secretary 
Bnker, General Pershing. General Ire- 
land and all our leaders, is of Ines- 
timable value and of indispensable im- 
portance. 


By the first of January your Red 


Cross will have working in France up- 
wards of 5,000 Americans—a vivid 
contrast to the little group of eighteen, 
men and women which, as tho first Red 
Cross commission to France, sailed 
about June 1, 1917, to initiate our ef- 
forts In Europe. 


Under your commission to France 


the work has been carefully organized, 
facilities have been provided, and ef- 
fective enTorts made to so co-operate 
with the army as to carry out the de- 
termination of the American people, 
and especially of die members of Ihe 
Red Cross, that our boys "over there" 
shall lack for nothing which may add 
to their safety, comfort and happiness, 


your Red Cnss now has. active, op- 


erating commissions in France, In Eng- 
land, in Italy, In Belgium, in Switzer- 
land, in Palestine and In Greece. You 
have sent a shipload of relief supplies 
aVid a group of devoted workers to 
northern Russia; you have dispatched 
a commission to work behind our arm- 
ies in eastern Siberia; you have sent 
special representatives to Denmark, to 
Serbia und to the Island of Madeira. 
~" ~~ Carries Message of Hope. 


Your Red Cross is thus extending re- 


lief To the armies and navies of our 
allies; and you are carrying a practical 
message of hope and relief to tlie 
friendly peoples of afflicted Europe and 
Asia. 


Indeed, we are ^old by those best in- 


formed in the countries of our allies 
that the efforts of your Red Cross to 
aid tlie soldiers and to sustain the 
morale of the civilian populations left 
at home, especially In France and 
Italy, have constituted a very real fac- 
tor In winning the war. 


The veil has already begun to lift. 
The defection of Bulgaria, which by 


tlie time this message can be rend may 
have been followed by events still more 
portentous, may point the way to yet 
greater Red Cross opportunity and ob- 
ligation. "The cry from Macedonia" to 
come and help will probably prove one 
of the most appealing messages to 
which the world has ever listened. 


What the Red Cross may be called 


upon to do in the further course of the 
war, 
or with tlie coming of victory, 


peace and reconstruction, it would be 
idle to attempt to. prophesy. 


But your great organization, in very

Its cap 
Is elongated . and .bell-shaped, white 
at first and covered with -a shining 
powder, later turning to grciy with 
small brown- scales on its top.

French botanists.. The fungus, are 
simply placed iu-'a bottle., or. other 
container.

After standing for a day or two 


they change to a black: pulpy mass, 
which, on being 
filtered 
through 


cjoth, yields a deep black or brownish 
.nk, not nulike India ink. The ad- 
dition of a small quantity .of 
gum 
arable and a little of the essence oi 
cloves is said to improve it and pre- 
serve, its anility. 


The ink consists 
of a liquid in 
which are suspended • the 
minute- 


spores of the fungus. 
For tins pur- 


pose it can be readily identified 
by 
means of a. microscopic examination. 
As it is also indelible,'it is peculiar- 
y valuable for use in writing.of wills 
and other documents which are soiiae- 
;lmes subject to fraudulent altera- 
tion.—Pathfinder.
